Tanks and helmeted troops 
moved into the streets at dawn 
and brought an end to Ben 
Bella’s one-man regime, which 
has ruled less than three years 
since independence was won 
from France after a bloody 
war. 


(A traveler reaching Paris 
said he heard heavy gunfire 
early in the morning in the 
Hydra residential district but 
did not know if there were any 
casualties. He said there were 
tanks everywhere—at least one 
at every crossroads.

Council Seizes Powers 


A revolutionary council seized 
full powers from Ben Bella, 
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who had come to power him­ 
self in a series of struggles 
that eliminated his rivals at the 
end of Algeria’s long fight for 
independence. 


Ben Bella’s tactics left a resi­ 
due of bitter opposition among 
his former comrades of the Al­ 
gerian rebellion. His refusal to 
tolerate political opposition and 
the chronic economic crisis ad­ 
ded to the discontent. 


Today, it burst into the open. 
The revolution was announced 
in a lengthy manifesto signed 
by Boumedienne and broadcast 
by Algiers Radio. 


It erupted just IO days before 
Ben Bella — in his role as a 
leading politician of the non­ 
aligned states — was to have 
been host to the summit con­ 
ference of 50 African and Asian 
states.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Presi­ 
dent Johnson plans to sign into 
law Monday excise tax cuts to­ 
talling $4.7 billion over the next 
three and a half years. Begin­ 
ning the next day, it will be up 
to the nation’s businessmen to 
make sure the savings to into 
the public pocket.

that government experts would 
work over the weekend to com­ 
plete a technical study of the 
bill to clear the way for enact­ 
ment the first of next week. 


“While they are working,” 
the President added pointedly, 
“ our merchants will have time 
to take the necessary inventor­ 
ies to establish floor stock re­ 
funds.”

passing these reductions along 
to consumers. 


“This 
will bring us lower 
prices, more purchasing power 
and new jobs.” 


The cuts going into effect 
Tuesday will range from 5 to 
IO per cent on more than 20 
categories of items. They will 
total about $1.75 billion, with 
others totaling around $20 mil­ 
lion going into effect July I. 


The remainder of the cuts 
will be made in a number of 
steps ending Jan. I, 1969.

But Attempts On Radio Fail 
Nazi Newsletter Fulfills Its Purpose 


Editor’s Note: This is the fourth of five articles on the inner 
workings of a developing cell of neo-Nazi activity in the 
Bucks-Montgomery county area. The name of the boy in the 
series has been changed to eliminate personal publicity which 
he seeks.

The Swastika, a neo-Nazi mimeographed month­ 
ly newsletter aimed at exploiting right-wing activity 
in the Greater Philadelphia area, was first pub­ 
lished in August 1964. 


Freely poking fun at police efforts to disband 
his group, editor Mel Gordon directed special at­ 
tention to Upper Moreland Township Police Lt. 
William D. Fulton, who was characterized as a Nazi 
sympathizer because of publications purchased by 


the officer during his investigation of local Nazi 
efforts. 
Other articles defamed local Jewish and Negro 
groups, while still others informed of national and 
international party activities. 
Although Gordon claimed over IOO subscribers, 
the publication ceased after the January issue. The 
newsletter, Gordon told me, had served its pur­ 
pose. Membership in the party was never higher, he 
said. 
Tried “Open Mike” 
Since the very start of the Nazi movement in 
Willow Grove, Gordon has attempted to use “open 
mike” radio programs as another media for getting 
his message across. Most stations, however, have 
long since made it a practice to cut him off the air.
